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EARLY MEMORIES OF BAR HILL 


HAVING LIVED IN CAMBRIDGE SINCE 1929 AND MY GRAND- 
PARENTS SINCE 1875, MY GRANDFATHER W.E.FOSTER WITH 
LORD BUCKMASTER AND SIR ATHERLEY JONES WERE PIONEERS 
OF THE THEN LIBERAL PARTY. MY EARLIEST RECOLLECTION 
OF CAMBRIDGE WAS AT THE EARLY AGE OF 2 YEARS AND I 
CAN RECALL THESE VERY HAPPY YEARS. 


EVENTUALLY I RETURNED TO CAMBRIDGE IN 1929. ONE OF 

THE JOYS OF THESE EARLY DAYS WAS THE JOY OF RIDING = ~~ 
WITH MY FRIENDS, WHOSE FAMILY RENTED FROM BAR HILL 
FARM THE LAND KNOWN NOW AS BAR HILL VILLAGE. THE 

AREA WAS USED FOR THE GROWING OF SOFT FRUITS. 


LIVING IN CAMBRIDGE WE HIRED HACKS FROM THE BARTON 
ROAD RIDING STABLES, AND OUR JOURNEY TOOK US _ THROUGH 
THE THEN BRIDLE AND FOOTPATHS TOWARDS COTON, OVER 
THE CROSSROADS TOWARDS MR. GALLYONS CLAY PIDGEON 
MEADOW PASSING MADINGLEY HALL, AND EVENTUALLY ARRIVING 
AT THE DRY DRAYTON HIGH STREET TO THE TOP OF THE 
DRIFT. THERE IS A SIGNPOST DIRECTING US- DOWN THE 
DRIFT TO BAR HOUSE FARM — ACCROSS THE FOOTPATH TO 
THE SIGNPOST LEADING US TO THE FOOTPATH ACROSS : 
‘BURNT FEN' TO LOLWORTH CHURCH. WE CONTINUED WEST, 
THEN LEFT, AND ARRIVED BACK AT THE TOP OF THE DRIFT, 
AND MADE OUR WAY BACK TO THE BARTON ROAD STABLES. 


FURTHER INTEREST MAY BE “THAT OF THE NAMES AND EMBLEM 
OF OUR VILLAGE. 'BAR' — PROM BAR HOUSE FARM. 'HILL' - 
FROM CRAFTS HILL - THE FIRST HILL NORTH OF CAMBRIDGE. 
THE EMBLEM FROM THE BUZZARDS WHICH I HAD THE JOY OF 
SEEING, AND WATCHING FLYING OVERHEAD. I HAVE ALSO, IN 
THE EARLY DAYS OF 1929-1950 SEEN THE RARE BLUE BUTTER- 
FLYS, AND WHEN WE CAME TO BAR HILL JUNE I3th, 1I967-° 
SEEN IN THE GARDEN, 19 DIFFERENT SPECIES OF WILD BIRDS 
HEARD, (AND SEEN) THE BARK OF THE FOXES IN FOXHOLLOW, 
PICKED WALNUTS, HAZEL, SWEET CHESTNUTS, SEEN COW-SLIPS 
AND LOTS OF WILD FLOWERS NOW UNFORTUNATELY GONE. 

HAD MY FILL OF ALL THE SOFT FRUITS DUE TO MY FRIEND- 
SHIP WITH A MEMBER OF THE CHIVERS FAMILY. I ALSO 
BELIEVE THAT BAR HOUSE FARM AT ONE TIME WAS USED AS A 
STALLION STUD FARM UNDER A PREVIOUS NAME DURING THE 
TIME OF MY GRANDPARENTS PERIOD IN CAMBRIDGE. 


IT IS THEREFORE UNIQUE THAT I, A NORTHERNER, KNOW SO 
MUCH OF THE HISTORY OF BAR HILL, AND CONTINUED MY 
INTEREST IN MAKING A SCRAPBOOK OF ALL THE INTERESTING 
THINGS AND CHANGES IN THE BAR HILL VILLAGE,- BEING AS 
WE CLAIM TO BE THE LONGEST RESIDING RESIDENTS HERE, 
STAKING OUR CLAIM ON JUNE I3th, 1967.

This course traces the development of the county 
from the earliest settlements to the present 
time and looks at Cambridgeshire's place in 
English history. Particular emphasis is placed 
on the villages around Bar Hill and what can be 
seen locally - Churches, houses and the landscape. .
